Charles II. lery19g War, and ſnbverting the Government, &Cc. in the Pariſh of St.

Tear of the Reige of the ſaid Ring.

And they anſwering 
in the Afſhrmative, requiring the Foreman might ſpeak for them, he further pro- 
ceeded, and demanded, H/herner Francis Charileton E/q; the Priſoner at the Bar w.rs 
Grilty of the Hizh-IT reaſon whereof he ſtoad charged in the Information, or that he 
fied for the ſame? To which the Foremen, ia the Name of the reſt, replied, / hat he 
was not Guilty, ner that he did flie for it, Whereupon Mr. Char/cton, having paid 
his Reſpect in making Obeiſance, departed the Court.
